T he governor had spent Saturday 
night in the home of his form er law 
partner, D. Basil O ’Connor, where 
the luncheon and reception were 
held, 
Mr. Roosevelt drove here after 
stopping at New York city on his 
retu rn from Seagirt, 
New Jersey, 
where 
he 
delivered 
a 
cam paign 
speech on prohibition Saturday. Es­ 
tim ates of the crowd at th e New 
Jersey seaside ranged from th e state 
police declaration 
of m ore 
than 
100.000 to 
Mayor Frank 
Hague’s 
statem ent th at it was “alm ost 300,- 
000.” 
Sm ith Only 12 Miles Away 
W hen Mr. Roosevelt reached here

German Chancellor Delivers 
Bitter Attack On Fascist 
Group In Germany. 


Munster, G erm any, Aug. 29 (AP) 
Chancellor F ranz von Papen, ad ­ 
dressing an asembly of W estphalian 
farm ers Sunday, th ru st aside all 
possibility of receiving Adolf H itler’s 
national socialists into a coalition 
government. 
His speech was a bitter attack on 
the “impulsive recklessness” of the 
fascist chief, and in the course of an 
outline of the present governm ent's 
economic program he indicated u n ­ 
mistakably th a t th e cabinet had no 
intention cf relinquishing power for 
m onths to come. 
This speech had been awaited for 
days and the audience was eager for 
the official version of th e govern­ 
m ent program , b u t before he touch­ 
ed upon economics the chancellor 
turned a broadside against the nazis. 
Condemns Nazi Policy 
Referring to heavy penalties re ­ 
cently imposed by special courts for 
political violence, he declared: 
“I recognize no principle of justice 
which is usurped by one class or 
party as an instrum ent of combat. 
T hat is a M arxist conception which 
I reject even if it is advocated by 
the nazis, for it is a blow in the face 
of every G erm an and a n offense 
against the C hristian conception of 
justice.

home of W illiam Penn on the banks 
of the Delaware river twenty-five 
miles above Philadelphia, 
is 
a n ­ 
nounced by 
the State 
Historical 
com m ission, 250 
years after 
the 
house was built. 
The com m ission is unable to carry 
out plans for restoration of the site 
as a m em orial to the state’s found­ 
er until a special appropriation is 
provided for the purpose, according 
to Dr, Jam es N. Rule, commission 
chairm an. 
It is said that present 
owners are prepared to donate the 
grounds 
of 
the 
manor 
in 
Falls 
township, 
Bucks 
county, directly 
across the river from Bordentown. 
New Jersey. 
Dim ensions 
Foundations of 
the 
old 
house, 
showing it to have been 35x65 feet 
in size, were located by Donald A. 
Cadzcw, 
state 
archaeologist, -b y 
m eans of excavations made 
by 
a 
sm all group of workers whicn in­ 
cluded several young Quakers in ­ 
terested in disclosing facts of h is­ 
torical 
value 
in 
connection with 
Pensbury manor. 
They located the 
four corners, two of which are un­ 
der concrete walls surrounding 
a 
sm aller fram e house now occupying 
practically 
the 
same location. 
A 
third corner is located under a large 
tree. 
Foundations of a brew house 
com m on to all large estates of the 
period, were found adjacent to the 
center house which originally was 
surrounded by 
a 
group 
of eight 
other out-buildings. 
Investigators also located walls of 
a form al garden between the house 
and river. 
Terraces were separated 
by brick walls and steps. 
T entative 
restoration steps call for the re­ 
placem ent of the garden, planting 
of 
trees, 
and establishm ent of a 
memorial park. 
H istorians say the original house 
was started in 1682. the year Penn 
landed on his first trip to his new 
world possessions 
It is said that the 
first house was of frame construc­ 
tion an later was rebuilt of brick. 


Penn and his fam ily occupied the 
structure during his two visits, 1682- 
1684 and 1699-1701. Penn had placed 
a lead tank on the 
roof of the 
house for his water supply and leaks 
developed which caused the house to 
decay and collapse just before the 
Revolutionary war, or about 1775. 
The frame house now standing on 
the site was built about 125 years 
ago.
